It has been the location of 
many businesses. At one time a doctor by 
the name of Howarth ran a drug store here 
He manufactured patent medicines and | 
when he moved to Lawrence, he sold out to} 
George Parker, the druggist who was later 
succeeded by A. W. Lowe 


The late John H. Flint had a meat market 
here, succeeding Samuel G. Valpey who was 
serving Andover customers in 1845 or 1850 
George H. Valpey was a partner of Mr 
Flint’s and sold out his interest in 1871. Then 
Mr. Flint sold out to Valpey Brothers who 
conducted the store as a meat market and 
from 1873 down to the present day the build 
ing has been known as the Valpey block 
David 5. Lindsay bought out the business 
after Mr, Ezra Valpey died several years ago 
and the last market to be here has been the 
Epicure run by Mr, Hromada of Lawrence 

At one time E. V. Hitchcock used the 
second story for a photograph studio, and of 
late years W. A. Allen has used this space for 
a victrola, musical instrument and radio

At the final meeting of the administration 
committee for the Andover Daily Vacation 
Church school, held Tuesday evening, the 
members looked forward to the opening of the 
school on July 5 with great enthusiasm. The 
first appeal of the financial campaign has 
brought very substantial results, but the goal 
has not yet been reached, It is expected that 
the final push will send the total of donations 
over the budget. At the committee meeting 
several articles of particular interest were 
Since the teachers’ guaranteed 


| salaries have been cut in half, it was agreed 


that they should be entitled to an additional 
compensation in proportion to their salaries 
in case there were unused funds, up to the 
amount which they received last year. As in 
past years there will be a voluntary registra 
tion fee of $1,00, The first interest of those in 
charge is to have the pupil attend. If it is 
vossible for his family to pay one dollar, it is

If the communications received last 
week in favor of the state school were 
merely post mortems, it would be easy 
to forget the whole matter, but in the 
fall, it is understood, the state school 
agitators are planning to bring the 
question before the legislature again. 
Phe unfortunate part of the affair has 
not been the so-called harm done to 
those who have agitated for the school 
but rather the hurt done to those who 
did not deserve to have been injured in 
any way. In the latter group are those 
few farmers who did not and do not care 
to sell their land to the state, who were 
almost forced to leave their homes a year 
ago, who will yet have to leave their 
homes if the agitating group succeeds in 
having the legislature grant the neces- 
sary appropriation, They have not 


made pilgrimages to Boston; their 


names have not appeared signed to 
communications. Instead they have 
merely hoped that despite the efforts of 
the few agitators they would not have 
to give up the homes which they and 
their parents before them have tn- 
habited for so many years.

At the recurrence of the Commencement 
seasons it is the custom of the heads of our

foth of these statements are significant 
and of prime importance. President Lowell 
said, “The one object aimed at from the day 
the student enters as a freshman until he 
leaves is to inspire and teach him how to 
think seriously.” Principal Fuess _ said, 
“Above all, we must create in the boy a 
desire for further acquisition, a passion for 
knowledge.” 

Combining these two statements we have 
as the chief aim of our educational institu 
tions a passion for serious thinking. Now we 
are told and retold by the advocates of novel 
expansive theories of education that the 
prime aim of education is ‘to fit the student 
for life,’ and, since contact with life must 
necessarily be at many points, therefore the 
fitting of the student for life must embrace a 


great varicty of studies Hence expansion 


rather than concentration of the mind is} 


today strongly urged 

But the utterances of both President 
Lowell and Principal fuess lay emphasis on 
the power to think rather than upon the 
power to absorb. To them, schools are not 
fact-finding agencies. Every boy and_ girl 
upon entering high school or college is 
already in possession of vastly more facts 
than he or she makes the slightest practical 
use of. These lie in the mind a heterogeneous 
mass unassimilated, uncoordinated and inop 
erative. To crowd more facts into his mind 


without first teaching him how wisely to | 


utilize what facts he already possesses, would 
be like overloading a stomach already dis 
tended by undigested food 

Never was the call for “serious thinkers” 
so articulate and urgent as today, and only 
those institutions best qualified to create such 
thinkers can hope to satisfy this increasing 
demand of the American people 

I am confident [ voice the intelligent feel 
ings of Andover’s citizens when | congratu 
late Principal Fuess upon his acceptance of 
the principalship of Phillips academy and at 
the same time heartily endorse his educational 
ideal

Far too many of these men have but one 
idea in respect to the creatures they see—that 
is, to kill them whenever the opportunity 
otfers. Their spare time cannot be devoted to 
the forms of recreation to which they are 
accustomed, and ennui and lack of occupation 
too often lead them to thoughtless, needless 
and cruel persecution of such wild creatures 
as exist in the vicinity 

\lready complaints are heard from certain 
states; the condition must prevail in all, or 
nearly all the camps. It is not due in most 
cases to viciousness, but to thoughtlessness 
and lack of instruction 

In spring and summer when birds and 
animals are caring for their young, the result 
ing cruelty and destruction is multiplied 
many fold, as the young will starve to death 
if the parents are killed 

The enforcement of regulations against the 
possession and use of firearms and ellorts to 
induce the men not to kill, but to protect as 
far as possible all wild creatures in the forests, 
even the smallest and most insignificant, 
would do a vast amount of good. They 
should not be taught to feel that the eradica 
tion of many ot the wild creatures, ranging in 
size from mountain lions to mice, which many 
people stigmatize as “vermin,’’ but whose 
harmfulness is vastly exaggerated, is a part 
of their duty. If they are encouraged, or per- 
mitted to kill wild creatures, far more game, 
or useful or harmless species than injurious 
ones will be destroyed 

All federal and state lands in and about the 
areas of reforestation operations should be 
declared temporary sanctuaries for wild life 
not merely for game). Many land owners in 
the vicinity will be glad to have their lands 
included in the temporary sanctuary area to 
prevent trespass and law violations of all 
kinds 

At this season much of this destruction of 
wild life is in direct violation of the game 
laws. New dangers will arise when in the fall 
open seasons for hunting begin. Then many, 
or most, of the men will acquire hunting 
licenses, and unprecedented destruction of 
game will result unless such measures as sug 
vested above are taken. A strict enforcement 
f the state laws would in many cases prevent 
these men from obtaining hunting licenses 
except at greatly increased cost, as they are 
non-residents. Enforcement of the state laws 
in the vicinity of the areas of operation will 


however, evidently be impossible without the 


cooperation of the Federal officials

Obituaries 


FROST 

Thomas Parsons Frost, 93, a veteran of the 
Civil War, died Monday at his home, 41 
Salem street. He was born in Eastport, Me., 
September 13, 1840 

He enlisted as a private in First Maine 
Infantry, Company I, during the early part 
of the war and remained until the end. He 
participated in several of the most important 
encounters at Gettysburg, Antietam, and the 
Wilderness. In the latter battle he was cap 
tured and remained a captive for nine months 
in Andersonville prison. When the prisoners 
were exchanged, he was furloughed home, 
where he regained his health and was given an 
honorable discharge when hostilities ceased 

Mr. Frost came to Lawrence in 1869 and 
was employed for many years as a furniture 
finisher for the F. S. Jewett company He was 
appointed as messenger of the House of 
Representatives in 1899 in which capacity 
he acted for 30 years 

He affiliated with the former Second Bap 
tist church of Lawrence January 13, 1877, 
and in 1900 became a member of the board of 
deacons. He was made a deacon emeritus 
when that church and the Free Will Baptist 
church became merged, a pesition which he 
held until his death 

Mr. Frost was actively connected as 
adjutant of Needham post 39, G. A. R., and 
participated in the last Memorial Day exer- 
cises with his post 

During his long span of life he witnessed 
many changes in the lives and customs of

Cancer Clinic 


Cancer of the stomach is one of the most 
difficult forms of the disease with which to 
deal, and the earliest possible attention to 
danger signals is doubly imperative. The 
onset is so insidious that malignancy may be 
advanced when the first warning comes 
Since cancer of the stomach cannot be seen 
until the abdomen is opened, it is necessary 
at first to depend largely upon symptoms for 
a diagnosis.

Indigestion is by no means a sure indica 
tion of cancer of the stomach, but if it per 
sists, it is well to be on the safe side and have 
a thorough examination with the aid of all 
modern methods of diagnosis, particularly 
the X-ray
